WASHINGTON. — The U.S. is 
encouraging Israel to take some 
unilateral steps on the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip which

Palestinian self- 
rity. 

This was disclosed on Friday by ἃ 
U.S. official as Israel and Egypt con- 
tinued their Blair House treaty 
negotiations. Officials from all three 
delegations reported that good 
progress continued to be made on the 
Graft peace treaty introduced by the 
U.S. on Thursday, the day the con- 
ference opened. 

The negotiators took yesterday off 
because of the Jewish Sabbath, but 
are due to continue thelr formal 
talks today at Blair House. They will 
again take tomorrow off because of 
the’ Succot holiday, resuming the 
sessions only on Tuesday. 

A U.S, official said on Friday that 
if Israel were to release some 
Palestinian prisoners and permit 
political railies by Palestinians, it 
would improve the prospects of in- 
ducing the Palestinians and Jor- 
danians to enter the talks. 

Since Camp David, Israel already 


has liberalized its policy on the West 
Bank somewhat by allowing Palesti- 
nian leaders there to hold meetings 
— a measure welcomed by 
Washington. But the Americans are 
apparently interested In seeing the 
Israeli military government take 
further steps that would signal a new 
period of goodwill. 

Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
said on Friday after a 90-minute 
plenary session between all three 
Gelegations that Israel] and Egypt 
might succeed in signing their peace 
treaty before November 19, the an- 
niversary of Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat's visit to Jerusalem. 

Vance and other U.S. officials 
were unusually upbeat In describing 
the progress achieved during’ the 
first two days of tatks. Israeli of- 
ficlals were a bit-more restrained, 
pointing out that differences remain 
unresolved.

Carter optimistic that 
Arabs will back accord

WASHINGTON. — President Jimmy 
Carter believes that the signing of an 
Israeli-Egyptian peace treaty might 
ease much of the current opposition 
in the Arab world to the Camp David 

agreements. 

In an interview with out-of-town 
news editors on Friday, the presi- 
dent said that "8 conclusion of an 
Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty, I 
think, will remove a lot of the opposi- 
tion to the Camp David agreements 
that is presently predicated on 
preventing such 4 peace treaty. 

“I think there is a lot of posturing 
going on by people who don't want to 
see a treaty between Israel and 
Egypt. Once that treaty is conciud- 
ed, I hope some of that opposition 
might dissipate. That is just a hope." 

In the interview, the text of which 
was released yesterday by the White 
House, Carter also disclosed that he 
has finished drafting the answers to 
a series of questions on the Camp 
David agreements posed by Jor- 
dan’s King Hussein. “I have just 
completed today (Friday) my own 
response’ to King Hussein's 
question," Carter said. 

“And after my response has gone 
bri γα the State Department and 
the NSC (National Security Council) 
just so they can see what I have 
decided, that response will be sub- 
mitted to King Hussein," he con- 
tinued. “And I would guess a copy of 
my answers to his questions would 
go to the Saudi Arabians."” 

Carter said that the U.S. has not 
given up hope of convincing both 
Saudi Arabia and Jordan to support 
the Camp David accords. Asked 
about the Saudi reaction to the 
agreements, the president replied: 

“I have not been disappointed with 
the Saudi Arabians’ response to the 


peace talks. We obviously would like 
for everyone in the world to endorse 
the Camp David agreements without 
any: caveats'at all. But none of the 
Saudi Arabian leaders (has), nor has 
King Hussein, condemned the talks 

- or rejected them or closed the door 
for future support and en- 
couragement."” 

Carter then went on to repeat what 
he considers to be the three fun- 
damental elements on which no Arab 
leader — including Presi- 
dent Sadat — is likely to yield. He 
first emphasized these points in an 
interview a fortnight ago. 

“There are three elements that 
any Arab leader cannot in good con- 
science endorse, or avoid," he said. 
“One is the matter of sovereignty 
over the West Bank-Gaza Strip. Of 
course, when I say Arab leaders, I 
am including President Sadat. 

“The other is the question of 
eastern Jerusalem and the control of 
the Moslem holy places by Mosiems. 

“And the third one is the resolution 
of the Palestinian question. We 
always utilize the phrase ‘in all its 
aspects’,"” ‘ aa 

Carter said that Saudi concern on 
these points has been ‘‘expreased in 
very moderate terms. They have 

‘ been complimentary about the 
Progress that evolve from the 
Camp David talks, and I have not 
detected any attitude on their part, 
even surreptitiously, to influence 
others to condemn the talks or tc 
work against them.” 

Carter's assessment that other 
Arabs might come around to accept 
the Camp David agreements follow- 
ing the signing of an Israeli- 
Egyptian treaty is also held by the 
Israeli government. In fact, there is 
good reason to believe that Carter 
has been influenced by Israeli 
leaders to accept this premise.

Khaled sends greetings to Cleveland’s Jews

CLEVELAND. — King Khaled of Saudi Arabia — 
recuperating here from double bypass heart surgery — 
surprised the Jewish commumity last week with wishes 
of good will, expressed through a Conservative rabbi. 

The king's greeting came in a response to a letter 
which was written to him by Rabbi Armond Cohen, of - 
Park Synagogue, in saburban Cleveland Heights. 

Rabbi Gabon ke had expressed his desire for. the king’s 
recovery and continued good health. In reply, Rabbi 
Cohen said he received a letter from Mohammed 
Noyser, who identified himself as president of the king's 
Fevers court. Rabbi Cohen also spoke by phone with 

joyser. . 

Noyszer said that King Khaled appreciated Rabbi 
Cohen's good wishes and, in turn, wanted to express his 
own greetings and wishes for health and good fortune to 
the rabbi and, through the rabbi, to the entire Jewish 
community of Cleveland. 

Earlier, at Sabbath services preceding Rosh 

, 8 “Mi sheberach” prayer was recited during 
the Tora reading at Park synagogue for King Khaled's 
recovery as well as for Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin, who was in hospital at the time. 

Prior to the king's message, there had been numerous _ 
rumours in the Jewish community that the king had" 
made it clear to officials of the Cleveland Clinic 
Hospital — where the surgery on his heart was per- 


formed on the second day of Rosh Hashana — that he 
did not want to be attended by any Jewish physicians or 
other personnel, 

This was denied by various Jewish physicians who 
work at the huge hospital, including some who have 
themselves treated members of the royal Saudi family 
in the past. (The internationally known bospital quite 


. frequently treats Saudis as well as other prominent per- - 


sons in the Arab world.) 

Tt was: learned and confirmed by the hospital that, in 
fact, the hospital's department of thoracie and cardio- 
vascular surgery, which was in charge of the surgery 
performed on the king, is not staffed by any Jewish 


physicians. It is one of the few departments at the | 


hospital in which this is so.

Congress passes bill to deport 
Nazi war criminals from U.S. 


WASHINGTON (JTA). — After an 
inexplicable lapse of a quarter of 2 
century, the U.S. government is on 
the verge of acquiring authority to 
deport Nazi war criminals and pre- 
vent them from entering this country 
to live in freedom. 

Congress on Friday completed 
final action on a bill thet authorizes 
the government to take such actions 
and thereby closed a loophole that 
has existed in the Emigration Law 
since 1952.

Two Soviet officials at UN 
convicted of spying on U.S. 


NEWARK, New Jersey (Reuter). — 
Two Soviet employees of the UN 
have been found guilty of spying on 
the U.S. — the first time 
acknowledged Russian officials heave 
heen convicted of espionage here. 

A jury on Friday night found 
Viadik Enger and Rudolf Cher- 
nyayev guilty of one count of es- 
pionage and two counts of con- 
spiracy to obtain documents.

LARNACA’ (AP). — The influx of 
Christian Lebanese refugees to 
Cyprus continued yesterday with the 
arrival of another 800 — the largest 
number for a single day. Cypriot 
‘port authorities put total arrivals in 
the past 10 days at just under 3,000. 

The refugees, fleeing from the un- 
certain situation in Lebanon, are 
taking advantage of the week-old 
ceasefire in the fighting between 
Syrian troops and the Christian right 
wing militias.

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WHEN I READ a lengthy article in 
“The Sunday Times" a year ago, 
describing in excruciating detail 
how the Israeli authorities expose 
Arab prisoners under interrogation 
to the most sadistic tortures, I was 
appalled. Could these allegations be 
even partly true? I was charged by 
The Jerusalem Post to find out. 

After a prolonged investigation I 
concluded that the Insight team of 
“Sunday Times” reporters had bas- 
ed their report on uncorroborated 
evidence. Arab prisoners told their 
stories and Insight believed what 
they heard, without attempting to 
check the Information at source. 

There are files, records, medical 
certificates, court proceedings, 
reports of enquiry commissions — 
all available for perusal by any 
newspaperman who takes the trou- 
ble to find the material. ‘The Sun- 
day Times" did not take that trouble. 

1 exposed the various disparities 
between the Insight account and the 
truth as I discovered it in The 
Jerusalem Post on August 5 and Oc- 
tober 28, 1977. Mr. Erie Moonman 
MP, Chairman of the British Zionist 
Federation, decided to table a com- 
plaint before the Press Council 
against “‘The Sunday Times.’ I 
appeared as his witness at two 
hearings, on June 6 and September 5 
of this year. 


THE HAIR-RAISING tales told in 
“The Sunday Times" about savage 
ill-treatment of Arab prisoners are 
devoid of truth. ‘The fact of the 
matter is that the three-man Insight 
group were taken in by a load of 
blarney. Arats — enchanted at the 
opportunity — poured into receptive 
ears horror stories, each more insen- 
sate than the last. All this was taped. 
The wildest strictures were taken at 
face value. 

We have e rule in The Jerusalem 
Post that if Party A levels ac- 
cusations against Party B, the 
reporter must check the facts with 
Party 8. I always thought that was 
an tron law of journalism. 


Insight broke that law. It is as 
though a team of newspapermen had 
eross-questioned Brezhnev, Kosygin 
and Podgorny about British in- 
stitutions and published their obser- 


vations, with nothing more than a ἢ 


few cautionary phrases conc 
the possibility of inexactitudes here 
and there. ᾿ 

The truth is that Arabs arrested 
for complicity in terrorist activity are 
not tortured in Israel. A mild form of 
bullying, largely verbal, may be 
utilized at the start of the int 
tion, to make the more truculent of 
the detainees realize that the grilling 
session ig a serious matter and the 
questions are to be answered with 
proper deference. 

Individual cases of ill-treatment 
have been known to occur (against 
Jews as much as against Arabs), 
and the courts deal with them 
relentlessly, as they deal with all 
breaches of the law. But ‘The Sun- 
day Times" is not, it says, talking

about “rogue cops.” Its charge, 
spread over a banner headline, is 
that torture In Israel "18 widespread 
and systematic” and “appears to be 
Sanctioned as deliberate policy.”

It is bard for the ordinary reader 
to believe that a paper of such 
calibre and repute should be 50 
thoroughly deceived. I had my own 
misgivings at the time. But facts 
speak for themselves.

f Communists. There are, 
however, occasional Israeli lapses: 
a confusion over names, an incorrect 
piece of information given by some 
official over the phone. 

Insight exploits such chance 
errors to prove that torture ts prac- 
tised, when in each and every in- 
stance there is no connection 
whatever (that I can see) between 
the subject of the error and the sub- 
ject of torture. 


1 SHALL DEAL with these three 
topics separately: torture 
allegations, denigration of the law 
courts, and errors and omissions by 
the Israelis. 

Rasmiah Odeh was condemned in 
1969 to a life sentence for murder, 
after blowing up a supermarket in

A year after the ‘Sunday Times’ 
published a lengthy article about 
how Israel uses torture to in- 
terrogate Arab prisoners and 
alleged that this. practice is’ 
‘widespread and. systematic,’ 


So “The Sunday Times” amends 
its version of the story, stating this 
time (in Its answer-to Moonman’s 
complaint) that Odeh ("1 wish I had 
died rather than seen this thing’') 
had Indeed not seen it. He was, it 
appears, taken out of the room at the 
critical moment ‘‘for a matter of 
minutes."" When he was brought 


back in, he saw her. lying naked and - 


bleeding, and she cried: out 
something about Ὁ stick: _ 

But that is not true elther.. If In- 
sight had taken the trouble to look at 
the proceedings of Rasmiah’s trial, 
they could have ascertained that 
Joseph never observed her naked at 
auy time. He told the court: “I ssw 
her face and neck were bruised, I 
didn’t see under her clothes.” He 


eould aot testify that her body was. 


bruised and swollen from the blows 
she had received, only her face and 
neck — because he had not seen her 
unclothed. 

It would have been nice if “The 
Sunday Times" had admitted that 
Joseph Odeh is a lying rogue. But let 
us leave that aside, The question is 
whether Rasmiah was sexually 
assaulted or not. I have interviewed 
not only Ragmiah, but her chief in- 
terrogator, her defence lawyer, and 


her judge, and I have gone through. 


the relevant parts of the 450-page 
proceedings of her trial. 

In "The Sunday Timea” her father 
states that the interrogators tried ta 
make him copulate with. hig 
daughter, and when he refused they 
forced a stick into her vagina. . 

The trial took place eight months 
after the interrogation.

In his first 
general weekly andience on 
September 6 to a cheering crowd of 
10,000 the Pontiff had included the 
‘security of Israel along with the 
future of Jerusalem and the settle- 
ment of the Palestinian problem as a 
necessary ingredient for a just solu- 
tion in the Middle East. : 

This was the first time axy Pope 
had publicly expressed the need to 
safeguard the State of Israel's 
security in any peace negotiations. 


. ‘The Vatican, indeed, has consistent- 


ly refused to ‘the Jewish 
state with full diplomatic relations 
under the last three Popes. 

Yet John Paul's statement implied 
such a recognition. Jt was clearly 
made without prior reference to the 
veteran diplomats of the Vatican; 
and was equally clearly a sign that 
the new Pope would choose his own 
path, and not let others determine it 
for him, even when this involved 
reversing policies which had been 
consistently developed over 
decades. 


DURING World War I, the late 


Pope John Paul I, then Don Albino’ 


Luciani, a relatively young 
seminarian and teacher in Belluno,.

Yugoslavs trim Soviet 
quint 82-81. in final

MANILA (UPI). — Yugoslavia edg- 
ed defending champion Soviet Union 
82-81 yesterday on a charity shot by 
Dragan Dalipagic with 77 seconds to 
g9 in overtime, to win the 1978 World 
Basketball Championship. 

Yugoslavia led 81-77 in the closing 
minutes until Belov struck 
twice to tie the score at 81-all. 

The Russians fought twice from 
the brink of defeat, the firat time at 
the close of regulation play, when 
they trailed the Yugoslavs 73-71. But 
they levelled with 23 seconds to go 
and sent the game into overtime. 

It was a closely fought contest 
after the first half, when the 
Yugosiavs led by 11 points at 31-20. 
The Russians rallied and tied the 
score at halftime 41-all. 

The match between Brazil and Ita- 
ly for third place also produced an 
exciting last second result, with 
Brazil snatching an 86-85 win from a 
mid-court shot by Marcel de Souza. 

The Italians clustered around 
American referee Harry Richard- 
son, claiming the shot had been 
made too late, but their pleading was 
unrewarded, and two policemen 
moved in to escort Richardson safely 
from the court. 

The match was deadlocked five 
times in the first half, before Brazil 
took a 50-45 advantage at half-time. 
The teams were even seven more 
times in the second half. 


With three seconds to go Italy, 
leading 85-84, seemed to have sealed 
the victory, but the long shot by de 
Souza gave the dramatic last-second 
win to Brazil. Ὁ 

A nine-metre lob by captain Brad 
Hoffmanas before the final buzzer 
sounded clinched a 96-94 win for the 
U.S. over Canada and gave them 
fifth place. 

After trailing 50-47 at half-time, 
the Americans appeared to have out- 


᾿ manoeuvred the Canadians as they 


built up a 69-58 lead. 

Canada, however, made a fighting 
Comeback during the final 12 
minutes to level at 94-all with five 
seconds to go. 

The desperate Americans, who 
have never been defeated by Canada 
in international competition, rapidly 
moved the ball down-court and left it 
to Hoffman, one of the smallest men 
in the championships, to snatch a 
last-gasp victory. 

On Friday night the Soviet Union 
defeated Brazil. 94-85 for the right to 
meet unbeaten Yugoslavia in the 
final.

THE VERDICT released today by the British Press Council, 
headed by Lord Shawcross, concerning allegations of torture in 
Israel, forma the culmination of a process that began in this 
editorial office more than a year ago. 

One of our senior staff members was assigned to examine a 
report made in the “Sunday Times" on June 19, 1977, that Arab 
prisoners under interrogation in Israel are tortured in the most 
sadistic way, as ἃ matter of deliberate policy. 

His investigation, which lasted several months, and which 
was pursued in the face of quite amazing indifference on the 
part of the relevant Israeli authorities, cailed into question the 
credibility of the material published by the ‘“‘Sunday Times.” 

The Press Council was called in to adjudicate. It has cleared 
the editor of the “Sunday Times" who, it says, “had reasonable 
grounds at the time for believing” the story submitted to him by 


‘eporters. 
But it does not by any means confirm the facts which the 
“Sunday Times” chose to publish. The Council stresses that its 
function is not to determine whether torture has been conducted 
in Israel ‘‘or whether in respect of its details the Insight article 
in the ‘Sunday Times" was true.” 

Yet the phrasing that the Council uses leaves the question 
open. It mentions that the ‘‘Sunday wrong 
Joseph Odeh's evidence — even though it also reports the 

per’s explanation of that error. Concerning the central issue 
in dispute it states: ‘“The editor had reasonable gro’ 
time for believing the article to be true (whether or not he may 
be justified by later information).” 

The phrases “reasonable,” ‘at the time” and “whether or not 
he may be justified by later information" leave open the sugges- 
tion that, as concerns the veracity of the material published, the 
“Sunday Times” may not have come out of this enquiry with a 
completely clean bill of health.

PEACE WITH SYRIA 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — The greatest threat to the 
Camp David agreements comes 
from the Arab rejectionist front, 
which is fighting Sadat and isolating 
him in the Arab world. The interest 
of Israel is to break up this front in 
order to ensure the success of the 
Camp David agreements. 

In order to do 20, we must try and 
get Syria out of the rejectionist front 
and entice it to conclude peace with 
Israel. To achieve this aim, we must 
suggest to Syria a peace agreement 
similar to the one with Egypt, with 
suitable changes dictated by the 
nature of the area involved. For in- 
stance, since the Golen is much 
smaller than the Sina, it will have to 
be not partially, but completely 
demilitarized. Only Syrian 
policemen with light arms should be 


allowed on the Golan, which would . 


then not constitute a threat to our 
settlements in the Huleh. 

Just as the agreement with Egypt 
provides for freedom of navigation 
in the Straits of Tiran and the Suez 
Canal, so the agreement with Syria 


must protect the sources of the Jor- 
dan. This can be done by es- 


countries which control the Jordan 
and ita sources, namely Israel, 


without prior agreement of the 
others. 


The fate of the settlements on the 
Golan would be decided by the 
Knesset, as was done in the case of 
Pithat Rafiah.
